M.&N. A. DEPREDATIONS 
DESCRIBED BY MURRAY 


General Manager of Road Testi- 
fies Before Legislators 
at Harrison Ark. 


TIARRISOX, Ark., March 20.-—J. 
|'C. Murray, vice president and keneral 
manager of the Missouri & North Af- | 
kansas Railroad, was the first wit-'| 
ness called before the legislative in- 
vestigating committee today in ita in- 
vestigation of disorders along the 
railroad which culminated last Jan- 
uary with the Ivynehing of E. C. 
Gregor, striking employe. Many | 
strikers were driven from the tow ns, 
along the railroad. 

Murray introduced a statement, 
tracing the history of the road paint 
to its construction. Since 1909, when | 
the road made a profit of $43,500, it. 
/had operated at a loss. The road 
nad been in the hands of a receiver | 
since 1912. The strike on the rowd | 
began in February. 1921, he said, | 
following hearings before the United | 
States Railroad Labor Board. 

Immediately following the calling! 
| of the strike, he testified, there was 
| considerable turmoil. ! 

“Bridges were burned, spikes 
pulled, bombs placed in coal boxes, 
cut, vitriol placed in water'| 
tanks, emery dust in engines, and 
rails were soaped,” he said. |

One of the best | 


methods for over- 
coming a knock- 
kneed condition is 
to exercise the limbs by forcibly 
walking on the outer edge of the 
foot for a step or two. The exercise, 
known as the “squat,” or lowering 
the body with the knees widely 
spread and the hé@els slightly lifted 
from the floor, is also excellent. 
These two exercises strengthen the 
muscles of the legs and help to over- 
come this knock-kneed condition. It 
is better for you to do them only two 
or three times at one time, but many 
times during the course of the day. 
If there is a tendency to weak 
ankles along with the knock-kneed 
condition these need separate atten- 
tion. Shoes that press the bones of 
the foot out of place are very lable 
to bring an added strain on the 
angles. tut the chief reason for 
weak ankles is not knowing how to 
walk in such a manner that the body 
is perfectly balanced from foot to 
foot. If you walk on the ball of the 
foot and do not thrust the toes out- 
ward, but ina normally forward po- 
Sition, the weight of the body will 
come directly over the arch of the 
foot and the ankle will not have 
the strain on it that it had when 
you were carrying your body incor- 
rectly. If you persistently watch and 
correct your manner of carrying 
yeurself while walking, you will find 
that your ankles will be much 
stronger than you ever thought they 
could be.
